I noticed in your last reply to Mr. Wilson 
that some of your statements were not re- 
markable for their veracity. Your last week's 
letter in the Review deepens that impression, 
Please take notice to the moral in my third 
note, which should have appeared with your 
reply.

Had 
you gone to Calvin himself he would have 
supplied you with material enough without 
qnoting from Parker, Melancthon, Beza, Gib- 
ben, Mosheim, Hooker. (2.) You would not 
have been so loose in making your quotations.

A. Dive for Life. 
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Possible Age of Man. 


We have been so long accustomed to look 
upon man as a creature of yesterday that it 
almost takes our breath away even to be 
told that he probably ed the Glacial 
Epoch, some 200,000 years ago. But then to 
be asked to believe that the men 
themselves were comparatively late and half- 
civilized — of a. ays 
too much for our weak faith. Yet the Abb 
Bourgeois hes found « clue which — 
bly help to bridge over the gap and to lead 
us into embracing even this last and most 
difficult clause in the modern scientific creed. 
In the ealeaire de Deauee, » French miocene 
stratum, the fearless Abbe has ventured to 
discover flint objects which he believes to be 
human or semi-haman implements. They 
consist of flakes, not chipped off by » blow 
like the palwolithic knives, but apparently 
split by means of fire. & of thease 
presumed flint weapons were exhibited at 
the Anthropological Congress at Paris last 

ear, and were allowed by many experts to 
ook suspiciously like the bandicra/t of man, 
Even earlier than the Abbe Bourgeoia’s dis- 
covery, bones had been observed at St. Prost 
which appeared as though they had been 
cut with s sharp iostrument—say « primev- 
al stone hatchet, But if these observations 
are really correct, then we must push back 
the first appearance of man, or at least of a 
weapon- ing animal, far into the paat of 
the tertiary formations. The time which 
e'apsed between the Miocene or Pliocene 
periods «nd the days of the flint-chippers 
must be reckoned, in all probability, not by 
hundreds of thousands, but by millions of 
years, I cannot pretend that these data are 
very certain, bat, at any rate, when we con- 
sider the mahy marks of comparatively high 
cultivation exhibited b Pps molithic man, 
they need not be neces as preposterous 
or extravagant, Just es we know little 
about the —— history of man during the 
time which precedes our glimpse of his exint- 
ence in the palsedlithic stage, so we know 
little about him in the long interval which 
sparates that stage from the all but histori- 
cal neolithic period. The Glacial Epoch 
seems to have swept away almost the whole 
feuna, and « large -of the flora, of Nor- 
thern Europe, and with it the black fellows 
who worked the flinte of Axmouth and of 
St. ar cred sigh vs mga years, 
roughly speaking, and the opposite 
continu seem to have been uninhabited by 
the human race. When next we find traces 
of man’s oecupation, in the neglithic burial- 
grounde, man had progressed to 4 far hiyher 
_ of practical arts, and the face of the 
aropean fauna had entirely altered. The 
river horses, mammoths, elke, and 
reindeer were gone, and in their place roam- 
ed the familiar denizens of our modern for- 
ests. The Mongolian or Euskarian inbabit- 
ants were men who used exquisitely polished 
hatchets of green-stone, whose material was 
brought by a regular commerce trom the 
distant Kuen-Luo Mountains of Central 
Ama. They knew how to make pottery ; 
they dwelt in regular and well built vil- 
lagés ;-they buried their dead in splendid 
tumali. «They had fixed government by 
chieftains for whom these tumuli were rais- 
ed, They had reached at least one great re- 
ligious idea, that of human immortality ; for 
beside the corpses of their chieftains they 
placed the weapons and ornaments which 
they would need in the other world. They 
lived mainly or entirely upon their domesti- 
cated animals, the cow, sheep, pig, and goat. 
They trained the dog to assist them in their 
hunting expeditions. They cultivated wheat 
and barley, which they crushed with corn- 
breakers into rough meal. They even tilled 
flax, and wove from it coarse linen cloth, 
Sach reguiar government, settled communi- 
ties, fixed Kingship, religious belief, domes- 
tication of acimals, and advanced tillage,

Opening of an Extensive Slate Quarry. 


There are probably few of our readers, in 
this neighborhood at least, but who have for 
years been aware of the existence of various 
deposits of slate in this section, but up to the 
present time little or no interest has been 
manifested as it was mot thought the extent 
of the deposits or the quality of the material 
warranted any attention being given to it. 
Within the last week or two, however, an 
important change has taken place in this re- 
spect, and what gives promise of being « per- 


age on Mr. ©. F. Ayleworth’s property, and » 
shaft was sunk to test its quality, but as the 
proprietor did not care to sell at that time 
nothing more was done in regard to it. A 
few weeks ago, however, Mr. Herbert K. Lee, 
who has been engaged in mining operations 
in this neighborhood for months past, became 
convineed of the value of this slate bed, and, 
in conjunction with Mr. C. Gronberg, has 
secured a lease of the quarry for « period of 
fifteon years, on royalty, with the option of 
purchase after « sufficient trial has been given. 
The quarry is situated about «mile north of 
Madoc village, on the extreme end of Mr. 
Ayleworth's property, close to the gravel road, 
and within a few hundred yards of the rail- 
way track. A representative of the Review 
visited the place on Tuesday, and found that 
a large pile of slate and flag stones had already 
been taken out, two or three men having been 
at work for overs week past. It is in the 
form of » high ridge, about twenty-five yards 
wide and some two or three hundred yards 
long, extending diagonally from the gravel 
road to the road running east and ‘west. A 
natural ** face’ is found at almost any point 
along the sides on account of the slate ridge 
being higher than the land around it, which 
will make the work of quarrying it compara- 
tively easy, The samples already taken out 
are pronounced by judges to be of the best 
quality, fully equal if not superior to the slate 
brought from Lower Canada, The quantity 
is undoubtedly also unlimited, it being esti- 
mated that it covers at least an extent of two 


scres of ground. The quality of the slate im- | 
proves the deeper it goes down, but the whole | 
of the surface can be utilized for flag stones, 


for which there is nothing better than this 
material, A derrick will be erected immedi- 
ately, and the lessees are of opinion that in « 
few montha, when they get the business fairly 
established, they will be able to give employ- 
ment to between fifty and seventy-five hands. 

As an evidence that this quarry is all that 
is claimed for it we might state that Mesers. 
Lee and Gromberg have taken « contract for 


terial for the new M.E.Church. Flag stones 
are also now being got out for walks through 
Dr. Loomis’ yard. " 

The lessees are of course thoroughly satis- 
fied with the tests they have made, both in 
regard to the quantity and quality of the 
slate, and we understand the attention of 
capitalists will be drawa toit in order that 
an extensive and permanent business may be 
established. There is no doubt but they will 
be able to supply slate from here cheaper 
than it can be brought from Quebec or the 
States, and for this reason the whole trade of 
Western Canada ought to be assured. With 
this and « revival of the iron trade, we confi- 
dently expect to have « decided “hum” 
around Madoc, within the next few months.

Merchants Marine of all Nations.

COUNTY COUNCIL. 


The June session of the County Council 
met at Belleville on Tuesday, 8th inet., at 2 
o'clock, p.m. We give below a summary of 
the proceedings relating principally to the 
North Riding, taken from the Intelligencer : 

Present—His Honor the Warden ; Council. 
lors Faulkner, Walker, B. Vandervoort, G. 
Gordon, Lalley, Appleby, Anderson, Wilmot, 
Emo, Bleecker, 8. Vandervoort, Murphy, 
Pearce, Aylesworth, MeDavitt, Parkhurst, 
O'Fiyun, Tuttle, Farley, Fitzgerald, Kava. 
nagh, McGregor, McCready, Caskey, Van- 
kleek, R. Gordon. 

The minutes of last meeting were read and 
approved, after which the Warden delivered 
a lengthy address, summarizing the principal 
busines to be brought before the Council. 

A number of communications and petitions 
were read, the latter being principally for 
grants to repair roads, which were referred to 
their respective committees. : 

Mr, Tuttle gave notice of a by-law to con- 
solidate the debt of the municipality of Elsi- 
ver and Grimethorpe and the County of 
Hastings. ‘ 

A number of accounts were presented and 
ordered to be paid. 

The Surveyor’s report stated that the 


orders of the Council relating to bridges, eul- 


verts and other works under his control had 
been fulfilled, Several recommendations in 
regard to « variety of bridges and culverts 
were presented in the report, which were 
adopted. 

Council adjourned to Wednesday morming. 

WEDNESDAY. 

Mr. Aylesworth presented a pAition from 
John Bryant and others in the township of 
Faraday and Herschel, for a road out to the 
Hastings Road, about 24 miles, and saking a 
@rent of $100. Also from George A. Bartlett 


‘and others in Monteagle for a grant of $100 


for improving road through that township to 
the Hastings Road, about 3 miles.— Referred 
to the Committee on Roads and Bridges. 

Mr. Emo presented the report of the Gravel 
Road Committee, stating that gravel had been 
spread and roads repaired ; thet the expendi- 
tare up to June let had been $3,679.63, end 
that to keep the roads in proper repair an ap- 
propriation, including expense already incur-. 
red, of $12,100 would be necessary. 

The reports of the School Inapectors were 
then read. 

On the motion of Mr. Ayleworth, the #e- 
ports were ordered to be published in the mune 
manner as last year. 

The Council met specially at? p. m., and 
read for « third time and the by-law
